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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant presented the same previous 
arguments with respect to the Tshchiko teaching using a polyacrylate, the applicant argues that the polyacrylate does not have 
polymerizable groups and therefore cannot be crosslinked using active radiant energy. However, the Examiner points the applicant to its 
specification (PB PUB) paragraph 0029 which states that polyacrylates can be used as the adhesive for the pressure sensitive adhesive as 
described in claim 7. Therefore the Examiner maintains the position that the polyacrylate of Tsuchiko is crosslinkable by uv especially since 
the applicant's states such in its disclosure and states the use of the polyacrylate is preferred in the process.. 
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
